TFIE PRISON TEN AS IT NOW APPEARS— 


OLD WELLS AND TUNNELS DUO BY 


THE UNION SOLDIEns 


MACON, Ga., June 10.—On the morn- 


ing after my arrival at Andersonville I 
started out to spend a few hours within 
the limits of the notorious stockade of 
the old prison pen. 


From the depot whore I had first 


alighted, I followed the public road east- 
ward along which the prisoners were 
marched for 200 yards, and then the pris- 
on road branched off, crossing a slight 
marsh caused by a small brook. This road 
was constructed of large pine logs laid 
corduroy fashion, and it has now grown 
up with weeds and grass, from being used 
only by the occasional pilgrim to this 
scene. 


Many' of these logs, which have been 


pressed by so many patript feet, bear the 
marks of the axe of the relic hunter. 
Considerable portions have thus been car- 
ried away and made into suitable memen- 
toes, and are to-day doing duty as gavels, 
paper-knives and rulers. 


Passing along this memorable cause- 


way, on either side of which the scrub- 
oaks grow thickly and cover the entire 
face of the country, I soon came upon the 
red banks of the old earthworks that 
guarded the main entrance, and to the 
line of decayed and falling timbers of the 
outer stockade. Inside of this, and to 
the right as you enter, are the ruins of 
the old bakery, now simply a mound of 
earth and broken bricks from its chim- 
ney. 
Here the course over which the 


prisoners marched turned to the left, run- 
ning some distance up the slight hill be- 
tween the outer and inner lines of the 


compelled to use its waters, would soon 
tramp it into a perfect mud-hole. 
Be- 


yond the stream the ground again ascends 
and there are perhaps five acres of high 
dry ground on that side of it. 


It will be remembered that during the 


terrible disorder of robbery and murder 
that prevailed previous to the hangings, 
of which I made mention in my last, 
the desperado element established them- 
selves or were driven to that side of the 
stream, from which they made frequent 
raids upon the main body of the camp, 
as a favorable opportunity offered. 


A great many stories have been told 


about "the dead line," many claiming 
that there was no substantial indication 
of its exact location; but it is supposed 
to have run sixteen feet from the foot of 
the stockade, it being left principally to 
the judgment of the respective sentinels 
to decide whether a prisoner was en- 
croaching upon the forbidden grounds. 
It has also frequently been published that 
"the dead line" was marked only by small, 
strips of boards fastened to slender stakes, 
which in many places became detached, 
leaving absolutely nothing to warn the 
hustling throng of the exact point of 
danger. Prom indications that now, after 
the lapse of eighteen years, are as pro- 
portionately distinct as the stockade it- 
self, I am inclined to the opinion that the 
general representations, or at least the 
prevailing ideas concerning this are some- 
what at strife with the actual facts. 


Your correspondent followed the line 


of the stockade the entire distance from 
the brow of the slope on the western sid« 
from the north end, to the brow oi the 
slope on the eastern side; and for the

A New York paper gives an accoun 


of the case of a gentleman of wealth an 
prominence in that city which is in strik 
ing conformation of a theory which ha 
recently found much favor among th 
more thoughtful and observing physiciai 
This gentleman, now about fifty years . 
age, has since childhood and until withi 
a short period, been grievously afflictec 
with a combination of nervous disorder 
that brought him constant 
suffering 


The first manifestation of the trouble wa 
during his school days, and later, when a 
college, his health gave way irretrievabl 
and he was compelled to abandon hi 
studies. 
His subsequent experience hi 


thus describes: 


"My father sent me to Europe to re 


cover my tone, but I came back in no bet 
ter condition than I embarked. 
Then I 


went into business, hoping that the con- 
stant distractions of commercial life 
might mitigate my miserj. My symp- 
toms were strange and uncomfortable 


the room in which the deed was 
Ashby, the murdered man, was 


stockade to the gate just at the brow of 
the hill. The bakery and outer gateway 
were near the bank of the famous brook 
—here called branch—which ran through 
the stockade, crossing the pen near its 
southern end. 


As is generally understood, this prison 


was simply an old field enclosed by two 
lines of stockades—that is, logs set up- 
right in the ground. The inner stockade 
was eighteen feet high, of pine logs from 
twelve to fourteen inches in diameter, set 
three feet in the ground, and so closely 
matched as to have scarcely a crack that 
you could see through. The sentinels oc- 
cupied positions at frequent intervals 
along the top of this stockade on a con- 
tinuous footway erected for that purpose. 
Outside of this, with an intervening 
space of just fifty-three steps, was an- 
other stockade of equal strength, twelve 
feet high. And then again outside of 
this was a circle of strong earthen forts 
at intervals of 150 yards. 


These forts were built against the 


stockade like a mud-dauber's or swallow's 
nest, the stockade forming their fourth 
or rear side. The,«« works mounted from 
three to six guns each, and were very for- 
midably constructed. A deep ditch ran 
from one fort to another, about six feet 
outside the stockade, calculated to inter- 
cept any tunnel that the prisoners might 
project in their efforts for liberty. These 
old forts remain intact, even to the beaten 
path along the parapets, where the gray 
clad sentry paced up and down in watch- 
fulness of thexpoor v ictims Within the 
fatal enclosure, ,' 


BUt to return to tlie inside of the 


stockade. The timbers have in greater 
part rotted off next the ground and fall- 
en, lying like two great windrows, mark- 
i*g the confines of the grounds. 
But 


wherever there" was a limbe* of heart 
pine it is still standing, its pitchy fibres 
as sound as ever; and fhere are enough 
of these to enable the eye to' readily 
trace the course of the stockade nearly 
around the entire place. 


The pen was In the form of an oblong 


square, the direction of its length being 
nearly north and south. It is exactly _.. 
steps inside'the, limits iu width, and I 
should judge Jtearly four times as long as 
it is wide, and said by Northern authori- 
ties to contain twenty-seven acres, al- 
though it would seem to me to be fully 
one-fourth larger than the cemetery al- 
ready described, which contains 25 acres 
by actual measurement. 


The northern half of the ground is high 


and dry. gently sloping downward; and a 
little more than half-way toward the 
southern end it slopes rapidly towards the 
marshy stream, the descent being fully 
twenty-five feet in as many yards. The 
face, of this descent is washed out into 
gullies and chasms, some of which are ten 
feet wide and twenty deep. The stream 
which runs in at the west side and out at 
the east had, at the time of my visit, a 
flow of about ftfty gallons per minute. 
It does not have a rapid current, but it is 
so broad that I could not Jump across it, 
and is about a foot deep. The land is of 
a very marshy nature for about ten or 
twelve steps on either aide, although at 
thi.tlrneitcanbeapproBohed drylbod. 
But a body of men, such M were once 


entire distance, except where a small 
patch of oats obliterated it, what had 
been a shallow ditch was distinctly trace- 
able, and as this was uniformly exactly 
four steps from the stockade, I am led to 
suppose it to have been made to mark the 
line to pass which meant death at the 
hands of the sentry. 


Throughout the enclosure M well as 


upon the entire face of the country an un- 
dergrowth of oak and gum has sprung up, 
many of the trees being four and five 
inches in diameter. The growth is not 
as dense, however, inside the stockade as 
outside; and there is sufficient open 
ground to admit of free passage to and 
fro over the grounds. The traces of the

The mounds and cavities of 


the thousand dens and burrows are every- 
where. Near the brow of the slope they 
are most numerous and extensive.

would be exceedingly perilous to attempt 
to cross this space in the night; and one 
must have his eyes open in daytime, as he 
is constantly coming upon the yawning 
mouths of the old wells and entrances of 
tunnels from fifteen to thirty feet deep.

So to give all the boys an equal 
chance, the girls were wrapped up in 
sheets, so as to be completely unrecogni- 
zable. Each young man was positive 
that beneath the snowy folds of the sheet 
he could discern the outline of the girl on 
whom he doted, and when from fifteen to 
twenty of the young fellows singled out 
one particular sheeted object on which to 
stake their fortunes, excitement ran high, 
and money ran out of pocketbooks like 
water down a slanting roof. 


After all the fair onej were disposed 


of, the order was given to "haul up the 
sheets ;" and then ensued an indescriba- 
ble scene of mingled happiness and dis- 
appointment. 
Maidens who had been 


purchased for a mere song, owing to a 
lack of bidders, turned out to be the best 
looking girls in town, while beings whose 
sylph-like appearance under a sheet ex- 
cited the greatest admiration, and drew 
hard earned money from unwilling pocket- 
books, were found to be the most common 
place creatures indeed. But all made 
the beet of it, and the disappointed ones 
bore themselves bravely. Altogether the 
plan was a great success; and as long as 
churches will raise money by lottery 
schemes, why not adopt this method ? It 
is harmless, and yet as productive of as 
much good to the participant,' as any 
game of chance we know of.

THIS NOISE MUST CEASE.—On a recent 


occasion Bishop Giltnour was preaching 
in the Cincinnati Cathedral. It appears 
that, like some other preachers, he is in 
the habit of pounding while expounding 
the gospel. The pulpit at the cathedral 
is situated near the center of the audito- 
rium, against a large pillar, and the altar 
is some distance away. Seated at the 
north side of the altar were Bishop Elder 
and others, and on account of the pillar 
they could not command a view of the 
pulpit or Bishop Gilmour. At about the 
middle of his sermon Bishop Gilmour 
came to a forcible passage, and hammered 
vigorously on the pulpit, creating a loud 
noise, and kept it up for nearly a minute.

the one for seeing at long distance, and 
the other for reading and office work. 
Gradually, after a few interviews and the 
complete adaptation of glasses to my 
eyes, the symptomsof vertigo disappeared, 
and for the last eighteen months I have 
been a comparatively well man.

The theory upon which this gentleman 


was treated, with such happy results, is a 
comparatively new one, but experiments 
made to test its accuracy have invariably 
been followed by effects tending to con- 
firm confidence in it. 
The gentleman 


recited a list of cases similar to his, 
though not of such long standing or pro- 
nounced character, all of which had been 
successfully treated by the doctor who 
took charge of his case. This physician 
made a minute and careful study of the 
matter before formulating his theory. 
The paper containing the article relating 
the above facts says of hia efforts : 


"While still an obscure provincial 


practitioner and lecturer, he was led to 
lay unusual emphasis upon the relation of 
the eye to diseases of the nervous system 
by a series of cases that came under his 
notice. When he became convinced that 
such was the fact he commenced making 
an analysis and history of every case of 
nervous disease that attracted his atten- 
tion, and often treated case's without re- 
muneration for the purpose of obtaining 
the largest array of data possible. This 
method of investigation he continued pa- 
tiently for several years before writing 
upon the subject or announcing his views 
to the medical profession, save in the 
class-room to students listening to his lec- 
tures. In this way he collected and col- 
lated the records of a large number of 
cases of epilepsy, neuralgia,, and other 
nervous disturbances, as well as of visceral 
trouble. 
He discovered in the course of 


his inquiries a source of irritation of the 
eye that is independent of refractive er- 
ror*, and has been hitherto unnoticed by 
scientific men. The eye (according to a 
paper read by him before the last inter- 
national medical congress in London) is 
subject to a source of irritation arising 
from want of harmony in the action of 
the muscles controlling its movements. 
When one gate* at an object at a given 
distance, with both eyes open, two things 
take place if the eyes are healthy. First, 
the lenses are adjusted to form an image 
of the object at that distance; and, sec- 
ondly, instead of gazing directly forward 
in parallel lines, the eyes are turned in- 
ward toward each other in such a manner 
that the axis of vision converge upon the 
object. Now, it often happens, either 
from defection of the eye itself or from 
defective action of the muscles controll- 
ing its movements, that the eyes will be 
adjusted to observe an object at one dis- 
tance and the angle* of their convergence 
to see it at another, so that here is a bid- 


all as a dangerous, inartistic, and bru- 
lizing exhibition. Among useful exer- 
ses of a recreative kind he recommend- 


ed swimming, learning to ride, and the 
use of the tricycle, while he did not re- 
commend foot-racing, climb ing, or exces- 
sive walking. 


With regard to mental recreations, he 


placed singing in the first position. 
Games of mental skill, such as chess, 
were commendable within due limits ; but 
here, again, there is the danger of mental 
strain from competition. Dealing with a 
series of rules in regard to personal 
health, the lecturer remarked that all that 
is really necessary for efficient daily ab- 
lution is a large wash hand-basin, a good 
sponge or flannel, a rough towel, a piece 
of soap, a gallon of water, and a tray 
bath in which to stand before the basin. 
Let the body be sponged from head to 
foot rapidly, following up the sponging 
by quick and effective rubbing with a dry 
towel. To secure uniformity of results 
it is a good practice also to have the wa- 
ter within a few degrees of the same tem- 
perature at all seasons of the year— a 
mean temperature of seventy degree 
Fahrenheit being a good standard b 
which to be guided.

The third rule advanced by Dr. Ricli- 


ardson relates to exercise, which, adaptec 
to the health and strength of the body 
should, as a matter of principle, includ 
a third part of the day of twenty-fou 
hours, and should combine with nier 
physical exertion some mental exercise 
also, so as to escape monotony of move- 
ment. The fourth rule refers to meal 
and the times at which they should be 
taken. Meals should never be so arrangec 
as to be heavy—four meals a day at regu 
lar intervals, and with regular proportion 
of food, being considered the best ar- 
rangement.

The exact siza of the picture is 
121 inches in height by Ojinclies wide on 
panel.
